AFTER A BIG PENSION. 

A Lumpkin County Woman 

Came Near Getting a 

Large Amount of 

Money Not Due 

Her. 

In the vault at Washington is 
more than $1,400 which will bo 
paid to the legal wife of Larkin 
Anderson, Sr., as soon as some pa- 
pers can reach that city from the 
Clerk of the Superior Court of 
Lumpkin county, being a copy of 
certain records in his office touch- 
ing the case, sent for at the re- 
quest of an official who is looking 
alter the matter, located in the 
land of flowers. This case has a 
history that will likely be interest - 
nig to some of our readers which 
will be given brifly as follows: 

Some time in the year 1850 Lars 
kin Anderson, Sr., was wedded to 
Miss Duriah Edmonson in Lump-" 
kin county who is still alive and 
residing within a few miles of Dab 
lonega. Afterwards, during the 
rush to California Mr. Anderson 
was among the number who left 
this county to see if he couldn't 
better his condition in a financial 
manner. After getting into the 
new country he decided that 
wife was not enough for him and 
in order to increase his happiness 
married again. The woman left 
behind in Georgia was soon made 
known of the fact, who at once se- 
cured the services of Judge J. R. 
Lawhon to bring suit for a divorce. 
He had no trouble in freeing the 
wife from the husband who he had 
promised to jjloye and cherish 
in sickness and in health, but in- 
stead had broken his marriage 
vows and left her alone in this 
country to get along the best she 
could. The first verdict was se- 
cured at the April term of Lump- 
kin Superior Court in 1861 and the 
second verdict at the following 
term of the Court. 

Some time afterwards the lady 
was wedded to George Teal who 
died a number of years ago. In 
the mean time Anderson, her first 
husband in California passed away. 
Time rolled on and neither of the 
men were ever thought of often by 
our citizens. 

Not many months ago it was as- 
certained that the government was 
due the widow of Larkin Anderson 
a pension of about $1,400. Mrs. 
Teal went to work through pen- 
sion agent Walker and established 
the fact that she was the widow of 
Larkin Anderson and sent on her 
claim to the proper authorities, 
when lo and behold it was found 
that the widow of the same man in 
California was still alive and had 
put in a claim for the old man's 
money. This caused a halt until 
it is shown who is the proper one 
entitled to the money, then it will 
be paid. Mrs. Teal had never said 
anything about being divorced 
from Anderson and marryig again 
but a certified copy of the proceed- 
ings of the divorce suit of his first 
wife was scut for last week and the 
California woman will soon got the 
pension money. It seems that Mrs. 
Teal is dctermised to have a pen- 
sion as we learn that she is now 
going to apply to the state of Geor- 
gia in the name of Mrs. Teal for a 
pension for services claimed to be 
performed by him duriag the late 
war.

I Saw Mines Laid; in Hayaraa. 

r Capt. Gronmeycr, master of the 
German steamship Castilia, has had 
something to say about Havana 
Harber, which is very interesting 
at the present time. He declares 
that the entire sheet of water from 
Morro Castle to the docks of the 
city was completely covered with 
a network of submarine ship-de- 
stroyers two years ago. The work 
of laying these mines, he said, was 
under the personal supervision of 
Spanish officers. 

He says that thousands of pounds 
of dynamite and gun-cotton are l 
under the surface of the water. 

Capt. Gronmeyer formerly be- 
longed to the German Nayy, and 
(therefore is in a position to speak 
with authority with reference to 
harbor mines and submarine ex- 
plosives of all kinds. 

"Havana Harbor is loaded with 
mines," he said. '.'I know it be- 
cause I saw the work done." 

"Did the authorities permit you 
to look on while the harbor was 
being mined?" 

"They could not help themselves 
very well. On arriving at the 
entrance to the harbor my ship was 
suddenly brought to a stop by sig- 
nals from Morro Castle and from 
the shore opposite. 

"A Government tug shot out 
from under the shadows of the 
grim walls of the fort and placed a 
pilot aboard. I asked the Spaniard 
for an explanation of this queer 
procedure, never before having 
been stopped in that manner on my 
previous voyages. 

"The pilot drew me aside from 
my officers and crew and confiden- 
tially informed me that I would 
haye to take anchorage ground 
for some hours, because the gov- 
ernment was having the harbor 
mined and it would be dangerous 
for me to proceed. 

"We dropped anchor just out- 
side of the fort and were delayed 
for some time before permission 
was given to enter. 

"I watched the work as I 
thought of the terrible conse- 
quences that would follow the ex- 
plosion of one of the mines under 
a ship, and of the awful destruc- 
tion. 

"When the pilot told me about 
the mines I determined to learn all 
that I could, and from the deck of 
my ship I saw probably several 
huuadred 'ong, cylindrical shells 
laid in that harbor. Each shell, I 
presume, was about twenty inches 
long and about eight inches in di- 
ameter. 

"At the end of each was a long 
wire which connected with the 
shore on both sides. The mines 
were put down in blocks not very 
far apart. The work was done by 
marine engineers and divers. I 
knew then that they were acting 
under orders from the Spanish 
Government. 

The object of running a wire 
from each end of the mine was to 
make the desired destruction abso 
lutely certain by electric current 
from one shore in case the wire 
from the other failed. The wires 
were actually so close together 
that a ship at any point in the har - 
bor could be blown to atoms. 
Speculums or looking glasses were 
arranged so that an officer on shore 
coul(] tell when a vessel was over a

A little more than thirty-five 
years, ' ago a family consisting of 
three persons, a widow and her 
two sons, resided in Worth county. 
The widow's name was Rogers, and 
her two sons were named Calyin | 
and Wily, aged respectively 12 and j 
3 years. Some time during the! 
year 1863 Mrs. Rogers had occasion I 
to visit Macon, and died there, f 
When the war ended the two broth- ! 
ers had lost track of each other. 
Wiley was sq young that he soon 
forgot he even had a brother. In 
course of time he faced the world 
on his own account, married, and ] 
after liying in several places finally 
drifted, at the age 01 38 years, [to \ 
Worth county, settling on a farm 
near Sylvester. Meanwhile, J, 
Calvin Rogers h.ad ;booonie a man 
,ofa fainily, and at .the age of 47 
years, was a prosperous farmer 
and highly respected citizen of his 
native county, living in the eastern 
section, not far from the line of 
Dougherty. It was not long before 
parties began to notice a remark- 
able resemblance between J. C. 
and W. Rogers. At first neither of 
theVi paid much attention to the 
remarks of friends on the subject, 
attributing the resemblance to a 
mere coincidence, but the eldest of 
the brothers finally resolved to 
investigate and satisfy himself. 
The result is that the two brothers 
are reunited after a separation of 
thirty-five years. 

Cuba. 

Over two hundred thousand men 
women and children have died 
from starvation in Cuba, says 
Senator Proctor, who has ijusjt 
returned from the island. He 
further says: There are, or were 
before the war, about 1,000,009 
Cubans on the island 200,000 
Spanriads (which means those born 
in Spain,) and less than half a mil-, 
lion negroes and mixed blood. The 
whole percentage of colored to 
white has been steadily diminishing 
for more than fifty yearns and is 
not now over 25 per cent of th< 
total. In fact the number of colored 
people has been actually diminish- 
ing for nearly that time. One thing 
that was new to me was to learn 
the superiority of the well-to-do 
Cuban over the Spaniard in the 
mattar of education. Among thoso 
in good circumstances there can be 
no doubt that the Cuban 'is far 
superior in this respect. It is said 
that there are about 60,000 Spanish 
soldiers now in Cuba fit for duty 
out of over 200,000 that have been 
sent there. The rest haye ' died, 
been sent home sick, are in tho 
hospitals, and some have been 
killed, notwithstanding the official 
reports. 

In case of war with Spain an in- 
teresting question in reference to 
life insurance would arise. In 
nearly all instances policies would 
be void in case the holder went to 
the war. Some of the policies con- 
tain war clauses by which they hold 
good, but the rates are increased 
when this is the case. This will be 
a big question with the insurance 
companies, as an immense amount 
of money is involved in life insur- 
ance in this county.

Wheelmen all over the country 
are offering their- services to aid i 
the war. Rapid fire guns can be 
mounted on tricycles and easily 
fired,« being far superior- to the 
horse. 

An agent of the Spanish govern- 
ment visited Kansas City last week 
and pruchased 600 mules to be 
delivered on the wharf? at New 
Orleans. Another Spanish eon- 
tractor secured four ear loads of 
mutes. 

That much talked of report of 
the court of enquiry was received 
by the president last Friday, which 
says that the Maine was destroyed 
from the outside. The president 
and his cabinet cabled the news to 
Spain, and a reply was received 
taking issues, with the finding. 
Meanwhile the Mangrove was sent 
from Key West to Havatfa with 
criers to bring all American of- 
ficials home except General Lee. 
But it is not claimed that the 
Spaniards did it. 

War has not yet been declared 
with Spain. The president de- 
sires to avert it if possible and is 
acting slow, while congress desires 
him to get a move on him.

anxious for war especially those 
who will not have to go;

METHOD OP CULTIVATING: STJGAB BEETS. 

The rows should be 18 or 20 inches 
apart, the plants thinned out to stand 
6 or r> inches in the row. Do not wait 
until the young beets are surrounded by- 
weeds, but cultivate with the hoe as 
soon as the plants can be seem. The 
thinning should be done as soon as the 
plants have two to four leaves. After 
this keep the weeds and grass down by 
the horse hoe, cultivating often to 
loosen the earth around the plants and 
give air to the roots. As the cultivation 
is very expensive no chance should be 
negleoted which will help to make as 
large a orop as possible. If weeds and 
grass are allowed to grow they will take 
up the strength of the soil, which should 
be used to make the beets. The rows 
should not be further than 20 inches 
apart If wider than this the beets will 
be larger but will not yield as much in 
weight per acre, and besides, what the 
sugar manufacturer wants is small 
beets, from 1 to 2% pounds in weight. 
These are more profitable to handle and 
have also a higher percentage of sugar 
and less water than the larger sizes.

In this account labor is estimated at 
fl. 25 a day, and no allowance is made 
for fertilizers or cost of seed. The 
United States Department of Agricult- 
ure estimates the cost per acre for the 
first few years at from $40 to $50 per 
acre, though in many instances it will 
fall below these figures. The cost varies 
bo, with varying conditions, that it is 
impossible to give an estimate which 
will suit every locality. The prioe paid 
at the factory is from $4 to $5 per ton, 
acoo: ding to quality, and the yield is 
from 10 to 20 tons per acre. The best 
fertilization for beets is secured by a 
heavy application of homemade manure 
on a previous crop. The first run of 
beet sugar in New Yoik state was 
made the past mouth and the 
product was smooth grained, white 
and sweet. There are other factories 
springing up over the country and there 
are eight already in successful opera- 
tion. Professor Massey says: "I was 
struck with the identity, so far as culti- 
vation is concerned, of the sugar beet 
culture and that of cotton. I fully be- 
lieve that the negroes, who 
tomed to the cultivation and thinning 
of cotton, wo- ■' make the bestof hands 
in the beet fiel I believe that we can 
grow the beets as well as they can in 
Nebraska an i grow them more 
cheaply." He says also that our "cot- 
ton sweep" as a cultivator, beats all the 
variety of tools that he saw used for 
beet cultivation. Land for beets should 
always be prepared very deeply, 
■oiled, if possible.— State Agricultural

How Torpedoes are Made. 

Torpedoes are loaded with gun- 
cotton, which is 'ordinary cotton 
fibre soaked in nitric acid. When 
wet it is non-explosive except un- 
der yery peculiar conditions. Dry 
gun-cotton is very explosive, and 
wet gun-cotton will explode if the 
dry is placed with it and subjected 
to a shock or an electric current 
or fire from a fuse. It : is the habit 
of men-of-war to keep the bulk of 
gun-cotton saturated with water 
and a small quantity of dry for 
priming purposes locked up in the 
cabin or at some safe place where 
it will not be subject to contact 
and can easily be inspected. It ii 
usually stored in a red steel box 
suspended to the wall or to one of 
the ribs of the ship. In another

DON'T THY TO CULTIVATE TOO MUCH 

The exceptionally dry and open win- 
ter has enabled industrious farmers in 
all sections to be well advanced with 
their work. For (his reason, some may 
have been tempted to plow over more 
land than they will be able to thor- 
oughly cultivate during the coming sea- 
Bon. To these we would say, repair this 
error right now — don't wait until you 
are overcropped and struggling vainly 
against grass and accumulated work 
and worry to find out your mistake. It 
is better to abandon part of the land, 
even after it is planted, and bring the 
remainder to the highest point of culti- 
vation than to endanger the entire crop 
by a too large area, which must be hur- 
riedly and imperfectly cultivated. A 
farmer should be able to get around his 
crops at least every ten days or two 
weeks, a longer interval than this means 
risk and often irreparable injury. April 
has become the great cotton planting 
month in Georgia. Of late years the 
- planting of this crop has been gradually 
delayed from a later to a later date. 
Farmers are beginning to more fully 
realize the importance of thorough pre- 
paration, and that any reasonable delay 
in planting is more than atoned for by 
putting the land in firstclass condition 
for the reception of the seed. Of two 
crops, the one planted early and hur- 
red land, and 
the other later, on land more completely 
and carefully plowed and fertized, it 
will be found, as the season pro- 
gresses, that the crop on the well pre- 
pared land, other conditions being 
equal, will attain to more satisfac- 
tory and perfect development and 
also that its proper cultivation is more 
easily managed. On the land where the 
fanner lias trusted to subsequent culti- 
vation 'to correct the mistakes and short 
comings of hasty preparation the condi- 
tions will be found far from satisfactory. 
Of one fact the farmers should be thor- 
oughly convinced, and that is that no 
amount of after cultivation will ever 
atone for the planting of a crop on 
rough, ill conditioned land. Our lands, 
as a rule, do not receive the careful 
preparation which will insure their 
greatest yield, and this neglect is the 
main cause of short crops, as well as of 
Innumerable harrassing and retarding 
experiences during the period of cul- 
tivation. 

THE LACK OF THE USUAL KAINFALL 

furnishes another argument for the 
thorough preparation of the land. We 
could cite innumerable instances coming 
under our observation where thorough 
and deep plowing and subsoiling, before 
the crop was planted, have enabled it to 
survive, and even develop during a pro- 
tracted drouth. There is now complaint 
from almost all sections of lack of water. 
Some farmers, even this early in the 
season, arc compelled to haul from some 
distance nearly all the water needed for 
household and* farm uses. Fortunate is 
the man who has by deep and thorough 
plowing formed a reservoir to catch and 
hold such rains as have fallen, to be 
ready for the demands of the crops 
when the usual summer drouth comes 
on. Not only (loos this careful prepara- 
tion enable him to lay up a supply of 
moisture, but the condition of his land 
is such that he can practice the level 
surface culture, which is conceded to be 
the culmination of successful farm- 
ing. This shallow cultivation of well 
prepared land, never allowing a 
crust to remain long on the surface, not 
only keeps down weeds and grass, but 
prevents the unnecessary evaporation of 
the moisture, which our deep plowing 
has enabled us to store up in lower depths. 
David Dickson, the most successful of 
southern farmers, speaking from his 
abundant experience, maintained that 
every inch added to the depth of prep- 
aration, largely increased the drouth re- 
sisting powers of the crops grown 
on that land. " Farmers who have 
not exercised the precaution of thor- 
ough preparation must now take the 
chance of injury from lack of necessary 
moisture. They should counteract these 
difficulties as far as possible and con- 
serve their limited supply of moisture 
by such shallow cultivation as the con- 
dition of their land will admit.

We would like for some eminent 
legislator of the recent Georgia 
pension laws, to tell us why they 
recognize only those widows of 
Confederate soldiers who were 
married during tlie war, or previ- 
ous to that time. We would like 
to know why a Confederate widow, 
married after 1865, is not as much 
the widow of an ex-Confederate 
soldier as one married prior to 
that year. 

On what ground does the state 
grant pensions. at all? 

Evidently upon the ground of 
the service of the soldier. It was 
his service that lays the State under 
moral obligation— not that of his 
wife. 

The wife's service had nothing 
to do with it, at all. She is not 
recognized except as the widow of 
a deserving soldier. 

The pension is earned altogether 
by the service of the soldier, him- 
self. This being so, why should 
any eminent lawmaker arrogate to 
himself the right to say that the 
soldier should have married before 
the war closed? 

Why didn't the soldier have the 
right to decide for himself when 
he should marry. 

If one of the brave boys who ran 
away from school to fio-ht under 
Lee and Jackson came back home, 
battered and shattered, and, in the 
years following was fortunate 
enough to find some good woman 
to love him and marry him, why 
sheuld not his widow bo treated as 
well as the widow of him who was 
already married when the war 
closed? 
To state the case, is to argue it. 
The law which excludes the 
widows of these gallant young men 
who married after the war was 
over, is a fool law. 

We hope the very next Legisla 
tare will repeal it, and put all 
Confederate widows upon a footing 
of equality. 

It is the fact of the soldier's ser- 
vice which entitled him to a pen- 
sion.

The Senate passed the Cuban 
resolution by a vote of 67 to 21 last 
Saturday.

The Senate also substitut- 
ed the Senate resolution for that of 
the House, which had been trans- 
mitted to the upper chamber. 

The resolution which means the 
expulsion of of Spain from Cuba 
was passed last Tuesday morning 
after being in session nearly 
night. It went through in the 
senate by a vote of 42 to 35, and in 
the house 310 to 6. 

An order has been issued calhn; 
upon all able bodied Spaniards in 
foreign countries to return to Spain 
at once. 

Political parties at Havana an 
rallying to defend the flag of 
Spain. 

' Officers on the flagship New 
York expect orders for the fleet to 
besiege Havana this week. 

Members of the diplomatic corps 
at London hayc abandoned all 
hope of mediation, though the 
Austrian and Spanish ministers 
are making strenuous efforts to re- 
vive peace negotiations. 

The American consulate at 
Malaga was attacked this week by 
an angry mob, the American shield 
torn down and dragged through 
the streets. Consuls in Spain have 
orders to leave whenever their 
personal safety is endangered. 

Supplies for the relief of recon- 
centradoes will be shipped at once 
for Cuba under the Red Cross flag. 

The riotous scenes in Malaga 
continue, despite the efforts of the 

uthorities to prevent them. The 
American consulate there was 
partly wrecked and the escutcheon 
torn off. 

One hundred thousand volun- 
teers will probably be called in a 
few days. Nineteen thousand 
alone will be necessary to main 
cost alone. 

Charles Crandall is the man who 
placed the deadly submarine ex- 
plosives in the Havanna harbor. 
He was caught in Chicago a few 
days ago, and states that he was 
employed by Gen. Weylos to do 
the work at night. 

If war is declared between Spain 
and the United States it is said 
that Germany will be neutral. 

The Georgia state troops consist 
of 3,359 white and 1,126 negro 
soldiers, making a total of 4,485. 

It is reported that Spain has se- 
cured a loan of $20,000,000,000 
for war purposes. 

The general hospital for the U. 
S. troops will be located at Mc- 
Phcrsou. 

It was a sad sight at McPherson 
Tnes-day when two car loads of 

Idiers left for the seat of war to 
see men and their wives and sweet- 
hearts separate probably never to 
meet each other again. 

Six large cannons passed through 
Atlanta Wednesday for Florida. 

Troops commenced moving south 
Wednesday and $1,000,000 was 
alloted to defray the expenses of 
the moyements already directed. 

War department bill lo increase 
army has been prepared which will 
call for $80,000 men, ages ranging 
from 18 to 45 years. 

Fifteen thousand dollars will be 
used for balloons.

Then 
few on my cabbages last fall, and now > 
there are thousands of them on my | 
turnip greens and they arc sucking and 
killing the salad. If we don't get rid of 
them we cannot have any vegetables 
this year in our neighborhood. There 
is great complaint of their destructive- 
ness from all sides. 

Answer. — The bug sent is the much 
dreaded "Harlequin Eug," the worst 
known insect enemy of cruciferous 
plants. They live through the winter 
hidden under leaves or trash of any 
kind. All rubbish, nndcr which the 
bugs can take refuge during the winter, 
should be carefully burned, and infected 
fields or gardens should have clean cul- 
ture. These bugs are very difficult to 
deal with, as they cannot be reached 
by any of the arsenical poisons. 
When the bugs are young Persian 
insect powder in decoction, or dry, 
will often prove effectual. Hand- 
picking is often resorted to, throwing 
the bugs as picked into pans or cups 
containing kerosene. Cabbage growers 
plant mustard between the rows of cab- 
bages. The bugs prefer the mustard 
and it attracts them in large numbers. 
They can then be destroyed with pure 
kerosene. Rather than let them live 
and multiply, if nothing else can be 
done, apply kerosene. This will, of 
course, ruin the turnip salad, but better 
that than to allow them to continue 
their ravages. — State Agricultural De- 
partment. 

Grain house. 
Question. — We have a small patch of 
oats in Griffin that is being ruined by a 
email green insect; we enclose sample of 
them in letter. We called on Mr. Kim- 
brough at the Experiment Station and 
he asked us to write you in reference to 
the matter and to send your man down 
to investigate same. Any information 
you can give us will be highly ap- 
preciated. 

Answer. — The insect sent is the 
"Grain Louse." It lives by sucking the 
sap of wheat, oats, etc., and thus in- 
juring and frequently killing the plant. 
It appears that all the individuals of 
this family arc females, and they pro- 
duce living young, beginning as soon as 
adult, and continuing during life. No 
male or egg- laying female of the "Grain 
Louse" has ever been found. They 
multiply with great rapidity and fre- 
quently do much damage. Prom ex- 
periments that have been made it has 
been found that this pest can be kept 
under control by spraying the oats when 
young with a strong decoction of tobacco 
stems, or with kerosene emulsion and 
water. Use about 100 gallons to the 
acre, with a spraying outfit. It has also 
been recommended to use freshly slaked 
lime with a little carbolic acid, sown 
broadcast on the infested oats or wheat. 
Generally this insect pest is worse on 
the field where oats or wheat follow 
oats.— State Agricultural Department. 

THE LACK OF THE USUAL RAINFALL 

furnishes another argument for the 
thorough preparation of the land. We 
could cite innumerable instances coming 
under our observation where thorough 
and deep plowing and subsoiling, before 
the crop was planted, have enabled it to 
survive, and even develop during a pro- 
tracted drouth. There is now complaint 
from almost all sections of lack of water. 
Some farmers, even this early in the 
season, are compelled to haul from some 
distance nearly all the water needed for 
household and farm ufces. Fortunate is 
the man who has by deep and thorough 
plowing formed a reservoir to catch and 
hold such rains as have fallen, to be 
ready for the demands of the crops 
when the usual summer drouth comes 
on. Not only does this careful prepara- 
tion enable him to lay up a supply of 
moisture, but the condition of his land 
is such that he can practice the level 
surface culture, which is conceded to be 
the culmination of successful farm- 
ing. This shallow cultivation of well 
prepared land, never allowing a 
crust to remain long on the surface, not 
only keeps down weeds and grass, but 
prevents the unnecessary evaporation of 
the moisture, which our deep plowing 
has enabled us to store up in lower depths. 
David Dickson, the most successful of 
southern farmers, speaking from his 
abundant experience, maintained that 
every inch added to the depth of prep- 
aration, largely increased the drouth re- 
sisting powers of the crops grown 
on that land. Farmers who have 
not exercised the precaution of thor- 
ough preparation must now take the 
chance of injury from lack of necessary 
moisture. They should counteract these 
difficulties as far as possible and con- 
serve their limited supply of moisture 
by such shallow cultivation as the con- 
dition of their land will admit. 

REDUCTION OF THE COTTON ACREAGE. 

In another column we call attention 
to a recent publication from Latham, 
Alexander & Co. on this subject, and 
we would emphasize, with all the force 
at our command, what is there so plainly 
stated. Under present conditions farm- 
ers have not the moral right to risk the 
well being of themselves, their families, 
of the whole south on an abnormally 
large cotton crop and a correspondingly 
short food supply. 

In a conversation with one of the larg- 
est cotton planters in the Mississippi 
valley I was most forcibly impressed 
with the folly of our past and present 
policy. This man keeps an accu- 
rate account of all expenditures, uses 
improved implements, pays cash for all 
needed supplies, and though he makes a 
bales of cotton to the acre, without any 
fertilizer, his crop costs him 5 cents a 
pound — independent of the interest m 
his large investment. He makes about 
2.500 bales. At the small margin of 
profit allowed by ruling' prices he does 
not clear enough to pay even a moder 
ate interest on his investment. The 
same conditions apply with even greati 
force to the small farmers. The man 
in Georgia who plants 25 acres in cot- 
ton at a cost of 5 cents a pound, though 
he should make a bale to each acre, will, 
at the prices ruling during the greater 
part of this season, scarcely clear enough 
to pay for the fertilizer, which, under our 
present system of farming, has become 
an absolute necessity. Where then. is

Grand jury Presentiments. 

April Term 1898 Ljiimpkia Supe- 
rior Court: 
Dahloneqa, Ga., April 22. 

We the grand jury, selected, 
chosen and sworn for the April 
Term of Liumpkin Superior Court 
for the year 1898, through our sey 
era! committees, herewith submit 
! the following report and recom- 
" j mendations: 

The special committee appoint- 
ed to examine the dockets of Jus- 
tices of the Peace and Notaries 
Public of the several malitia dis- 
tricts report the same reasonably 
well kept and all entries of cost, 
&c, as a general rule correct; 
though in two districts we find 
that important errors occur, for 
instance in the 900th district (Ya- 
hoola) the docket of Esquire J. B, 
Coldwoll is very incorrectly kept, 
He fails to show constables entries, 
and in some cases he does not 
even show the term of the court, 
amount of -judgment and interest, 
in fact we find that in some cases 
on his book, both plaintiff and de - 
fendant would be at a loss to know 
just how how they stand in hjs 
court. 

We find on *the docket of Es- 
quire William G. Spencer, of Pors 
ter Springs District that in one 
ease, excessive costs have been 
charged to the amount of 70 cents, 
but since examining his book Mr. 
Spencer explains that the error 
was not intentional, but was due to 
the fact that he had not been fur- 
nished with the code and did not 
remember the fee bill. On some 
of the dockets the penmanship is 
very indifferent. 

At this point the following resos 
lutions were unanimously adopt- 
ed: Resolved, That we commend 
the manner in which Hon. J. J. 
Kimsey has administered the du- 
ties of his office as Judge of the 
North Eastern Circuit. He has 
proven his eminent fitness for the 
office by his painstaking, his vigi- 
lance, bis ability and his conserva- 
tism. We take pleasure in recom- 
mending him to the legislature for 
re-election. 

2nd. The Bar of Lumpkin coun- 
ty has at all times been an able 
one, but notwithstanding this there 
has never been selected from this 
county a judge or solicitor general. 
Against Hon. W. A. Charters, 
who is a candidate for solicitor 
general of the North Eastern Cir- 
cuit, no legitimate objections can 
be urged. His ability as a lawyer 
and his character as a man has won 
for him an enviable place at the 
bar and in this community. We 
believe that in fairness this county 
is entitled to the solicitorship, and 
without reserve we unanimously 
recommend him to the legislature 
for election, and we request our 
immediate representative to em- 
ploy their best efforts in his behalf.

We have examined through dif- 
ferent members of our body, dili r 
gently enquired into the condition 
of the various public roads of the 
county and as far as we could as- 
certain, the same are with one or 
two exceptions in good condition. 
A small portion of the Cooper Gap 
road near the town district line has 
been reported as being in bad con- 
dition and we recommend that the 
Road Commissioners giye it their 
immediate attention and see that it 
is thoroughly worked out at once. 

We also recommend that the or- 
dinary proceed at once to haye sign 
boards put up at all important 
points on the public roads and mile 
posts be placed wherever they are 
missing on the main thorough- 
fares. 

From all the information we can 
gather we do not deem it necessary 
to have any important work done 
on Bearden's bridge except per- 
haps having it straightened up and 
some bolts tightened, which can be 
done at a mere nominal cost, and 
we would call the attention of the 
ordinary to our recommendations 
with reference to this bridge. 

As there is a general complaint 
from all parts of the county with 
reference to the wanton destruc 
tion of sign beards and mile posts 
we would recommend that the offi- 
cers of the different districts see be 
it that any one so offending to 
promptly reported to the grand 
jury for investigation and to be 
dealt with as speedily as possible. 

We have through a special com- 
mittee enquired into the matter of 



county property in the hands of 
the several county officers for 
which an inventory is required by 
law tq be. exhibited to the grand 
jury, and we found only an inven- 
tory from the ordinary's office and 
the other officers were granted un- j 
til next term of the court to pre- I 
pare their inventories for the 
grand jury. 

We have through an appropri- 
ate committee visited the Pauper's 
Home and find that there is at this 
time only two inmates in the Home 
who seemed to be well cared for 
and as - well contented as could be 
expected. The buildings seem to be 
in fare condition but some slight 
repairs would add very much to j 
their comfort and appearance. / 
There seems to be very few farm- 
ing implements on the place and 
we would recommend that the or- 
dinary furnish necessary farming 
tools for the Home. The farm 
does not seem to be in a high state 
of .enltjyation. We find tfh.a£ there 
is about 75 acres of pasture lands 
on the place, also that there is one 
good milk cow and nine head of 
hogs, all in fare condition. We 
find that there could be about three 
more acres good farming land put • 
in cultiyation at a very small cost 
of labor. We find that the farm 
is not cultivated as it should be. 
There can be at least double the 
amount raised on the farm than 
was during the last >ear. \We are 
not of the opinion that the county 
poor farm is a profitable invest- 
ment for the county under the 
present nsystem of management, 
and while on this subject we would 
recommend that the ordinary en- 
deavor to have the superintendent 
of the farm put in honest time as 
we understand that he is farely 
paid for it. 

We have in a jbody visited the 
jail and find it in good condition, 
clean and neat, and the most inter- 
esting feature about it is the ab- 
sence of prisoners which speaks 
well for the county. 

We have also examined the 
court house and find it in fare con- 
dition. The ordinary seeqis to be 
making some repairs on the roof, 
painting, &c. , which were very 
much needed. 

We find that the term of J. L. 
Healand, Notary Public for the 
1252nd District, G. M., expires 
with this term of the court and we 
have recommended that John B. 
Simmons be appointed 4o fill said 
vacancy. 

We find that the terms of the 
following members ,of 'the board 
of education have expired to-wit: 
James K. Bearden, :C. H. Jones 
and James K. P. Lance, and we 
recommend that W. J. T, Hutch- 
eson, Arch L. Wimpy and Robt. 
N. Mayes be appointed to fill said 
vacancies.

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HUGE GRAIN ELEVATOR AT BALTIMORE. 

Pennsylvania Railroad Will Build Largest of 
Its Kind South of Montreal. 

A huge grain elevator, which will doubtless be the 
largest on the Atlantic seacoast, will be erected at Bal- 
timore by the Pennsylvania Railroad, and the accom- 
panying illustration shows how it will look when com- 
pleted. Its capacity will be upward of 3,000,000 
bushels, and possibly 5,000,000 bushels, but the exact 
figures cannot be given at present, according to an 
oflicer of the railroad company, for they have not been 
decided. There is, however, small doubt that it will 
be by far the most capacious of any single elevator 
south of Canada and Minnesota, where there exist some 
mammoth elevators, made necessary at**great distrib- 
uting points through which the bounteous crops of the 
great Northwest are handled. Port Arthur, Duluth 
and Montreal all boast of very large elevators, and 
there are other points, such as Chicago, where big grain 
containers are likewise required. But for an export 
elevator this newly planned for the Pennsylvania at 
Baltimore will in all probability exceed in capacity v 
every other elevator from Maine south. 

Concrete and steel will be the principal elements in 
the building of this structure, which will be made as 
fireproof as possible. Furthermore, all the best and 
latest approved appliances for the storing and handling 
of grain will provide in its construction ; nothing will 
be left undone to make it wonderfully complete. It 
will be erected upon the site of the former elevator No. 
3, which was burned several months ago, and will be 
more than twice as large. Twenty cars of the largest 
grain carrying capacity, from 1400 to 1800 bushels 
each, can be unloaded simultaneously, and five of the 
largest grain-carrying steamships can be loaded at the 
same time from this single plant, which will cost sev- 
eral millions of dollars, the exact figure not being 
known, for the contracts have not been awarded. The 
plans are now being completed by James Stewart & 
Co., Inc., engineers and contractors, of Chicago, in 




consultation with the railroad company's architects 
and engineers. They are to be ready within a month. 
The building of this elevator will provide Baltimore 
with very extensive grain storage and handling capacity 
at its tidewater terminals. It will be of at least 
3,500,000 bushels capacity, and this, in connection with 
the Pennsylvania's No. 1 elevator (500,000 bushels), 
besides the elevator capacity of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad at Locust Point, 2,500,000 bushels, and the 
Western Maryland at Port Covington, Baltimore, 
2,000,000 bushels, will make a total of 8,500,000 bushels 
elevator capacity at the docks; but it is very probable 
that the new elevator will exceed expectations and be 
between 4,000,000 and 5,000,000 bushels capacity, per- 
haps reaching the latter figure. Thus, with a gross ele- 
vator capacity of from 9,500,000 to 10,500,000 bushels, 
there will not for a long time be any necessity for en- 
forcing embargoes upon Baltimore shipments of grain 
as there has been of late. These figures do not include 
the capacity of either the Pennsylvania's elevator at 
Calvert yards or of the Baltimore & Ohio's elevator 
at Mt. Clare, Baltimore, which are nsed to handle local 
grain and are not located on the waterfront. 

The new elevator will be managed and operated, as 
are the other Pennsylvania elevators at this port, by 
the Central Elevator Co., 301 Chamber of Commerce, 
of which Chas. Reimer is superintendent. 

The announcement of the near completion of the 
plans and of the size of the elevator was made last 
week before the National Grain Dealers' Convention, 
in session at Baltimore, by James C. Legg, president 
of the Baltimore Chamber of Commerce. 



WESTERN & ATLANTIC PLANS. 

Proposition to Make a State-Owned Railroad 
the Central Link in a Trunk Line. 

Much interest has been aroused in Georgia, and espe- 
cially in Atlanta, by several propositions to lease the 
Western & Atlantic Railway, which is owned by the 
State and which extends from Atlanta to Chattanooga, 
137 miles. It is now leased to the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga & St. Louis Railway Co., and the lease expires in 
December, 1919, but plans are under consideration by 
the Western & Atlantic Railroad Commission, a body 
appointed by the State, looking to leasing it to other 
parties and also to extend it to the sea, which might 
be reached at either Savannah or Brunswick, Ga. 
About 250 miles of new construction would be required. 
Proposals for leasing and construction are invited until 
December 5 by the commission, of which C. M. Candler 
is chairman. 

A tentative proposition made by a syndicate com- 
posed of William Hurd Hillyer and others and repre, 
sented by Hooper Alexander, counsel, has attracted con- 
siderable attention, for it is understood that the plan 
includes not merely the building of an extension to the 
seacoast, in addition to the leasing of the property, but 
that it means making up a combination of railroads to 
provide an extension northward and westward, and

Demand for Copper in Excess of Produc- 
tion — Lead Becomes Strong and Active- 
Improved Inquiry for Spelter— Tin Gains 
in Strength. 

New York, October 2— [Special.]— The heavy ab- 
sorption of copper by domestic consumers, following 
the placing of the gigantic foreign order, was the fea- 
ture of the market for the red metal last week. It is 
conservatively estimated that from 50,000 to 75,000 
pounds of copper were contracted for during the week, 
the bulk of which is for delivery in the first quarter of 
next year. In the month just closed producers took 
contracts to the stupendous total of 650,000,000 pounds, 
of which the Allied order calls for 448,000,000 pounds. 
Contrasting this total with a refinery production of 
365,000,000 pounds in September, a startling picture 
of the month's business is presented. This great sale 
of copper means that out of the estimated production 
of 1,000,000,000 pounds in the first half of 1917, pro- 
ducers have already sold 65 per cent. With domestic 
business pouring in, the belief that producers will have 
disposed of over 80 per cent, of the first half output be- 
fore the end of November is not regarded as being be- 
yond conservatism. 

The demand for copper is in excess of production. 
The market at present, while very strong, has become 
rather quiet. Producers are so sure of their position 
and the future that they continue to be most conserva- 
tive in their prices for such deliveries as they care to 



dispose of. There are still some good inquiries in the 
market for electrolytic copper over the first quarter of 
next year, calling for 500,000 to 1,000,000 pounds de- 
livery a month. 

The entry of Canada, England and Russia into the 
lead market last week, coupled with a good domestic de- 
mand, has placed lead in a very strong position. It is 
reported that the countries mentioned absorbed about 
5000 tons of lead for October delivery, and nearly all 
of the important producers are sold out of October metal 
as a result. The American Smelting & Refining Co. is 
known to have made recent sales of lead above its 
"Official'' price of 7 cents New York, and another ad- 
vance is, therefore, expected within a few days. The 
month of September has been one of the best that lead 
producers have had for a long time past, and all indica- 
tions point -to a protracted strong market, as producers 
are sold well ahead. 

After a quiet opening the spelter market gained 
strength as the week progressed, and there is now a 
good demand being manifested from consumers. Deal- 
ers are of the opinion that spelter is about to enjoy 
a substantial advance as a result of the heavy buying 
of copper by brass manufacturers. 

There was an improved demand for tin last week. 
Domestic consumers came into the market for require- 
ments over the first half of next year, while the stronger 
European markets also served to improve, the local situ- 
ation of the metal. It is expected that futures will soon 
command premiums over spot. Large tinplate interests, 
as well as solder makers, are in the market for round 
tonnages. Arrivals of stocks for the mouth were 3375 
tons, while stocks afloat total 2335 tons.

INCREASING ACTIVITY IN BIRMINGHAM 
IRON MARKET. 

Anniston Foundry Sells Two Years' Output 
to Chicago. 

Birmingham, Ala., September 30— [Special.]— With 
the entrance of the large cast-iron pipe manufacturers 
in the pig-iron market the past week not only heavy 
sales of iron were made, but the effect has had the 
tendency to firmly establish the $14.50 to $15 price for 
first half 1917 delivery. Between 12,000 and 15,000 
tons of Southern basic iron was sold at $15 per ton at 
the furnace for delivery first and second quarters of 
1917, and from 50,000 to 60,000 tons of foundry iron 
at $14.50 to $15 per ton at the furnace for first half 
delivery, 1917. There is no question that a real buy- 
ing movement is in full swing, and close followers of 
the market are predicting $16 to $16.50 iron by the 
first of 1917, if not earlier. Sellers are already moving 
cautiously in taking on too large tonnages at the present 
prevailing prices. Holland, Norway and Sweden con- 
tinue to book round lots of Southern foundry iron. 
Practically little is heard of warrant iron these times, 
and no offerings have been recorded of late lower than 
$14.50 per ton at the furnace. 

During the week a canvass was made to ascertain 
the views of sellers as to the immediate future of the 
market. One salesman advanced the idea that there is 
certain to be a "famine" in foundry iron before the 
first of the year, and that thereafter the situation bids 
fair to become more acute from the fact that there is 
considerably less than 1,000,000 tons of lake ores at 
lower lake docks, with no prospects of an increase be- 
fore the dose of navigation season. This fact, he avers, 
is likely to cause the turning of foundry stacks over on 
basic iron to meet the heavy steel demands, and any 
decrease in foundry iron output makes for its stability 
and increase of prices. Another salesman advanced 
the idea that a shortage already exists, and it would 
be accentuated were there available cars for shipment 
of iron already being urged by buyers and that furnace 
interests would not only be able to ship their make from 
the "block.'' but would be able to clean up stocks 
within a short time. 

The foundries in general throughout the South are in 
exceptionally good shape for business at the present 



time. The Birmingham foundries are running full 
time — some- day and night — on work for large Eastern 
and Middle Western machine manufacturers. The 
Ornamental Foundry Co., Anniston, Ala., received an 
order for 18,000 white way posts during the past week 
for the city of Chicago, 111. This order represents 
about 10,000 tons of metal. The capacity of the plant 
is about 5000 tons per year, hence the capacity of the 
plant is to be doubled, with one year's business on posts 
assured. 

The cast-iron pipe foundries of the district report a 
general improvement in business in keeping with the 
pig-iron situation. Advanced prices are being main- 
tained, which are as follows for high-pressure pipe per 
net ton f . o. b. cars at the plants : Four-inch, $29 ; 
six-inch and up, $26, with $1 per ton extra for gaspipe 
and 16-foot lengths. 

Dealers in old material have found themselves 
squarely up to an actual shortage in steel scrap of all 
kinds. There has also been a heavy demand for cast 
scrap of all kinds, and a further advance in prices is 
very much in evidence. 

The coal trade of the district is exceedingly brisk at 
this time. One dealer reports that he is now selling 
steam coal at $1.50 per ton which he formerly sold at 
$1.15 per ton f. o. b. cars mines. Aside from the 
severe car shortage, which has handicapped the move- 
ment of coal, weather conditions have created an extra 
demand for the product. Coke remains exceedingly 
firm, and prices are high throughout the district, being 
$3.25 to $3.50 per ton for furnace coke and $4.50 to $5 
per ton for foundry coke.

Stringer, deceased, 
at the family burying ground near 
the residence of deceased, a drun- 
ken riot took place in which Bill 
Loggins, John Loggins, Tine Log- 
gins and Arvetus Sulli 
engaged in a fight. All were 
rested and bound over to the Su- 
perior Court, and have made bond. 
Arrests wore made by Constable 
A. J. Kanady of Shoal Creek dis- 
trict. At a funeral is a bad place 
for such conduct^ and no doubt 
Judge Kimsey will make it quite 
warm for the boys at the proper 
time. It will not be $10 without 
costs in these cases. From all ac- 
counts it is the worst conduct that 
ever occurred at a gathering of this 
kind in the history of the county.

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Judge Tate ought to be well 
satisfied for the amount he has 
been allowed for extra services 
last year. The grand jury at the 
October term allowed him$58.S2, 
and at this last term he put in his 
same old bridge accounts for ser- 
vices rendered at the New Bridge 
and Dock Anderson bridge and 
was again allowed $96.35 for his 
extra services from last April up 
to the present, including much of 
that for which he was allowed at 
the fall term, making in all for 
one years seryice $155.17. 

It is a hard matter for ju stice to 
be done in the distribution of the 
pension fund of the State. We 
have been told of a poor and needy 
soldier in Lumpkin county who 
was shot through the body in the 
defense of his country that had his 
pension dropped by a recent grand 
jury, by .being mislead. , While 
there is said to be a widow woman 
in this county drawing a pension 
whose husband died at home while 
a deserter. What way to remedy 
it is not known to us nor to any 
one else, if so it has never been 
suggested. 

Notwithstanding the fact v that the 
grand jury of last week recom- 
mendedthat the presentments be 
published alone in the Nugget and 
an order was signed by Judge Kim- 
sey to this effect, ordinary Tate 
says that he is going to haye them 
published in both papers of the 
town and divide -the fees, giving 
each editor half. While Capt 
Woodward, editor of the Signal, 
stated to us that he was going to 
publish the presentments and con- 
tend for the pay, that is half rates, 
and if ho didn't get it that he would 
not agree for a division of the legal 
advertising of the county hereaf- 
ter. 4 This we can't help nor would 
not make an effort to do so if we 
could. It is true that the legal 
advertising of Lumpkin county 
has been diyided between the two 
papers by the sheriff and ordinary 
but the presentments are entirely 
a different matter, entirely out of 
the hands of the ordinary. It is 
optionary with the jury whether 
the body has them printed at all. 
The jury wanted us to print them 
and get the pay and we have ac- 
cepted the proposition with thanks 
and ordinary Tate has no more 
right to endeavor to make us give 
away half our money in this matter 
than sheriff Brooksher or any oth- 
er officer. There is, as much jus- 
tice in giving away half received 
for all ads in the paper as this one. 
This is the law: "Grand juries 
are authorized to recommend to 
the court the publication of the 
whole or any part of their presents 
ments, and to prescribe the manner 
of such publication; and when 
such recommendation is made, the 
judge shall order the publication 
as recommended, reasonable char 
ges therefore to be paid out of the 
county treasurer, upon the certifi 
! cateof the judge as other court ex

Palmer -of Davis' district. The 
former died on Saturday morning 
and the latter on the same night. 
The relatives of both have the 
heartfelt sympathy of the Nugget. 

At the fall term of Lumpkin 
Superior Court the grand jury, ac- 
cording to law, fixed the pay of 
jurors and bailiffs and appointed a 
finance committee for the year 
1898. The grand jury at the last 
term appointed another. Whether 
this is law or not we do not pretend 
to discuss, but wouldn't suppose 
that -it is. 

The long protracted meeting 
whieh had been in progress 
here for near three weeks, closed 
last Sunday night. There were 
several conversions and a few ad- 
ditions to the church.
